THE “ DRUMMOND, CASTLE’s "Loss, 
- ° Brest, 18th June. * 

Dolails, whieh azo slowly teing obtained, of 
tho loss. of tha Castle Hiner, Drammond Castle, 
. Capt. N. W. Bioree, bound from Caps Town to 
London,’ with 247 souls—l44 passengers -and 
103 officers and men—show that the disaster 
was probably tho most sudden on record of its 
kind, It ‘is now establishod beyond: doubt 
that: the stoamar was goiug at full speed, 
shortly’ before midnight, Tuesday, June 16th, 
‘hen heading Finistare, from the Bay of 
Biscay, making for the chops-of the British 
‘Chayuol, she stitok a xook, instead of collid- 
ing-with another rpasel, a8 first reported, 

Off Finestere ‘is tho Island of Ushant, about 
26 miles northwest of this pot , ono of a gronp 
of some thirty ‘islands, the largest of which are 
‘Ushant, Molene, Leconquet, snd St.. Michaals, 
The Drummond Castle, to steor a safe course, | 
sboald have been outside Ushant, upon which | 
intond fa a lighthouse sigual station.’ For some | 
reason, nolsatisfactorily oxplained, thestoamship 
leaded: insido “of Ushant.

“Heartrending tries rose from those on board 
whon thoy realised that they were doomed, Tho 
Drummond Castle sank benvath onr feet with 
all-on board about two minutes after she strack. 
I found myself in the water and seized a float- 
ing plank which I sd soon; L then saw the 
other survivor Wood, who wan clinging to a 
swall spar. ‘Wa joined our efforts in the col- 
lection of other xpars aud thus mado s rough’ 
sort of raft.
